POST-16 CHARGES LEAD TO ANGER 

Committee 
rebels over 
school bus 
transport 


THE Vale Council 
cabinet will have 
to over-rule its 
own scrutiny com¬ 
mittee, if it wishes 
to save cash on 
school transport 
for pupils over the 
age of 16. 

On Monday 

(February 15) the scruti¬ 
ny committee for educa¬ 
tion and lifelong learn¬ 
ing rebelled and recom¬ 
mended that the council 
abandon plans to charge 
for existing school trans¬ 
port. 

The council is consid¬ 
ering a charge of £250, 
and points out that the 
actual annual cost is 
between £400 and £500, 
so the service would still 
be subsidised, but not to 
the same degree. 

Another option under 
consideration is to dis¬ 
continue the service and 
give a travel grant of 
£250 instead. 

With 1,100 post-16 
pupils using the service, 
the council hoped to 
save around £300,000 
by the change in policy. 

However, the fact that 
four representatives of 
the education sector 
have voting rights on the 
scrutiny committee 
meant that there was no 
in-built majority for 
Conservative members 
on the committee. 

One representative 
votes on behalf of 
Catholic schools, one on 
behalf of Church-in- 
Wales schools, and two 
on behalf of secondaries. 

The Conservative 
position was further 
weakened because the 
committee chairman, 
Coun John Clifford, was 
unable to attend. 

With an election 
looming, parliamentary 
candidates in the Vale 
were quick to respond. 
Labour’s Alana Davies, 
who is a cabinet member 
for education in neigh¬ 
bouring Bridgend, called

it a “tax on home-to- 
school transport for 
pupils over the age of 
16.” 

Alana Davies said: 
“Having attended the 
lifelong learning scruti¬ 
ny committee on 
Monday evening, I was 
impressed with the elo¬ 
quence of the speakers 
who represented 

schools, governors, 
pupils and parents in the 
Vale. 

“I hope that the Vale 
Council cabinet will take 
into account the very 
real issues that were 
raised in Monday’s 
meeting, and accept the 
recommendation of the 
scrutiny committee.” 

The Plaid Cymru can¬ 
didate, Dr Ian Johnson, 
said: “The speakers from 
all of the major schools 
and colleges were united 
by their opposition to the 
plans, which were 
described as ill-thought 
through and against the 
vision of education in 
Wales as offering a wide 
choice of study and sup¬ 
porting aspiration for 
young people.” 

However, the 

Conservative’s parlia¬ 
mentary candidate, Alun 
Cairns, had a very differ¬ 
ent take on the issue. 

He pointed to an 
amendment to school 
transport that he had 
proposed in the 
Assembly 18 months 
ago, claiming that if it 
had not been blocked by 
Labour and Plaid AMs, 
then the situation would 
not have arisen. 

He said: “I proposed 
an amendment that 
would have made it a 
legal obligation for post- 
16 school transport to be 
free of charge. 

“The amendment 
would also have made 
the Assembly responsi¬ 
ble for funding that 
transport, but it was only 
supported by the 
Conservatives and the 


Lib-Dems.” 

In a statement, the 
Vale Council re-iterated 
that the education 
department has to find 
savings of £3 million, 
and that the £300,000 
would make a signifi¬ 
cant contribution. 

The Vale Council’s 
director of learning and 
development, Bryan 
Jeffreys, said: “The chal¬ 
lenge is clear. 

“In circumstances 
where the education 
service is required to 
find such significant 
savings, and where there 
is a commitment to seek 
to protect schools’ budg¬ 
ets as far as possible, 
savings from non-statu- 
tory services such as 
post-16 transport, must 
be pursued. 

“Transport for pupils 
aged over 16 is currently 
provided free of charge 
at the discretion of the 
council whereas, for sec¬ 
ondary school pupils 
aged under 16 living 
more than three miles 
from their schools, there 
is a statutory require¬ 
ment to provide free 
transport.” 

He argued that the 
financial position for 
councils in Wales was 
“dire”, saying: “The 
overall savings target is 
detailed in the Medium 
Term (Three-Year) 
Financial Plan agreed by 
the council cabinet in 
July, 2009. 

“This outlines the 
intended approach to 
address the need for sig¬ 
nificant savings in 
response to the dire posi¬ 
tion of public sector 
finances in Wales. 

“Actual budgets are 
set on an annual basis by 
full council and, for 
2010/2011, this will be 
at a meeting of the 
authority on March 3. 

“The work of scrutiny 
committees, including 
the discussion on 
Monday, will inform the 


final decisions. Other 
factors which will be 
taken into account, 
include consideration of 
cost pressures, potential 
areas for savings, the 
Welsh Assembly 

Government settlement 
and council tax options.” 

Mr Jeffreys added: 
“The scrutiny committee 
process has enabled the 
views of parents, 
schools, governors and 
students to be expressed, 
and these will be consid¬ 
ered by cabinet before 
any decision is taken.” 

Coun Gwyn John 
contacted The GEM to 
say that young people in 
his ward had the furthest 
to travel, particularly 
those going to St 
Richard Gwyn and then 
on to St David’s 
College, Cardiff, in the 
sixth form. 

He said: “For so long, 
all political parties have 
regarded education as a 
priority, so the Llantwit 
First Independents will 
be opposing this plan.”

Constructing your website part 1 


IF you have ever 
done any decorat¬ 
ing you will know 
that the quality of 
the finished job 
depends largely on 
the preparation 
work before apply¬ 
ing the wallpaper 
or the final coat of 
paint. 

The colour scheme is 
a matter of personal 
preference and, frankly, 
it might not please 
everybody. The impor¬ 
tant thing is that the 
shelves stay on the wall 
and the paper is the right 
way up. 

Several times during 
his talk, Chris stressed 
the same need for prepa¬ 
ration when creating a 
website. The end result 
depends on the planning. 

Thorough preparation 
can reduce the total time 
taken to achieve a good 
result. 

We have all seen web¬ 
sites that look terrible 
and have moved on 
quickly to something 
more attractive. Even 
pretty sites can be diffi¬ 
cult to use if they are not 
arranged sensibly. The 
beauty is only skin deep, 
so to speak. 

Chris recommends 
pencil, paper, post-it 
notes and lots of 
thought. Why do you 
want to make it? Is it for 
business or to pursue a 
hobby? Who do you 
want to read it and what 


will they want to see? 
Distinguish between fac¬ 
tual information and 
opinions. How can you 
make it attractive 
enough to encourage 
people to come again? 

All these things can 
be jotted onto post-it 
notes and the notes shuf¬ 
fled around to play with 
the layout of the site to 
give a logical arrange¬ 
ment. 

Only then should the 
computer come into use 
- initially to establish 
the storage area for the 
information to go onto 
the site. 

At some point, you 
should browse the web 
to view sites that might 
inspire you to follow a 
particular Took’ and lay¬ 
out for yours. 

If you are not artistic, 
you should note the 
colour combinations of 
background and text. 
(Readability varies enor¬ 
mously.) Note also that 
the words you use 
should suit the reader. 

People from the other 
end of the country might 
struggle with local 
expressions. Those from 
further away even more 
so. Always be polite, of 
course. 

The process of com¬ 
posing the site should be 
carried out on your own 
computer and tested 
exhaustively before 
being uploaded onto the 
web. Eor this part of the 
creation, Chris suggests 
using the FREE web 


authoring software Vnu. 
There is a download link 
on our developing web¬ 
site at www.penarthcom- 
puterclub.co.uk where 
you can also look at the 
slides he displayed. 

It is pretty basic at the 
moment, but should 
steadily improve as we 
learn from our mistakes. 

Chris will be return¬ 
ing later in the year to 
answer any queries and 
to talk about the 
‘mechanics’ of nutting 


your site onto the web. 
The programme is also 
on the site.

TOWN WALLS YIELD 
UP THEIR SECRETS 


THE ancient histo¬ 
ry of Cowbridge 
could be coming to 
light, as a result of 
work to restore the 
town walls. 

Although local histo¬ 
rians are stressing that it 
is “early days yet”, the 
latest find could paint a 
clearer picture of 
Cowbridge in the past. 

Luke Miller, of the 
Cowbridge Charter 
Trust, told The GEM: 
“During work to lower 
the ground level within 
the south-west bastion, 
overlooking the Cattle 
Market, stonemason 
Kelvyn Dark and his 
team have uncovered 
fascinating remains of 
much older structures. 

“Working under the 
supervision of archaeol¬ 
ogist Jean-Yves Robic, 
the project manager 
from Cardiff 

Archaeological 
Consultants, they first 
disclosed the base of the 
front part of the upper 
works, which are of 
ISth.Century origin. 

“Then, lower and 
within, they found the 
semi-circular top edge of 
what seems to be an 
older inner wall.” 

He stressed: “Much 
more work needs to be 
done, but Jean tentative¬ 
ly suggests that the cen¬ 
tre may possibly be part

of a mediaeval corner 
tower. 

“The site is presently 
covered, pending a peri¬ 
od of settled dry weath¬ 
er, before further investi¬ 
gation. 

“Jean supervised the 
Charter Trust’s archaeo¬ 
logical survey in 2008, 
when three pits dug 
along the inner side of 
the south wall revealed 
that the original wall had 
sturdy foundations, 1.5 
metres deep, of stepped 
dressed stone. 

“During the long his¬ 
tory, most of the wall has 
been robbed of its origi¬ 
nal stone, and what we 
see now is a mainly 18th 
Century rubble-stone re¬ 
build on the original 


foundations.” 

Mr Miller said that 
the find might answer 
some long-debated ques¬ 
tions: 

“Some townspeople 
have doubted that these 
walls could ever have 
protected the town 
against the depredations 
of the native population 
to the north. 

“Certainly they could 
not, but evidence is 
accumulating to demon¬ 
strate that the original 
walls were very differ¬ 
ent, serious defensive 
structures.” 

He added: “Anyone 
passing through the 
Southgate arch can 
observe that it has a 
portcullis slot!” 


Cowbridge cyclist Ruby 
wins UK national award 


FOR the second time 
in a row talented 
Cowbridge cyclist 
Ruby Ellis has landed 
a national time trial 
award. 

Ruby, aged 17, who 
competes for the Max 
Gear RT team, landed 
best junior time trialist 
in Britain, and was 
presented with her tro¬ 
phy at a glittering 
awards ceremony in 
Nottingham. 

In 2008 Ruby 
scooped the same 
award, the first ever 
Welsh youngster to 
clinch it. 

She told The GEM: 
“The time trialling was 
done over two 10 mile 
distances and two 25 


mile distances. The tri¬ 
als were held in Neath, 
during August and 
September last year.” 

Over the full 70 
miles. Ruby achieved 
an average speed of 
21.745mph. 

Ruby, a pupil at the 
town’s comprehensive 
school, hopes to make 
a career in cycling 
competition.

Proud Frenchwoman whose

Haynes, who 
spent many years of 
her married life in 
Llanblethian and 
Cowbridge, has 
died after a long 
fight against incur¬ 
able cancer, aged 
80. 

She was a singularly 
gifted, modest and 
deeply valued member 
of the community. Nino 
and her husband, George 
Haynes, spent a large 
part of their 55 years 
together in their elegant 
home and garden in 
Llanblethian with its dis¬ 
tinctly French influ¬ 
ences. 

Nino was born a 
Parisienne in 1929. Her 
life was colourful, cre¬ 
ative and imaginative 
but fraught with danger 
in her formative years, 
for she was a mere 10- 
year-old when the invad¬ 
ing German armies 
occupied her beloved 
capital city. 

Her unusual nickname 
was bestowed on her by 
her mother who 
exclaimed “My little 
Nino” when she was 
bom, using the Italian 
slang word for child or 
kid. The family had no 
Italian links, but the 
nickname stuck ever 
after. 

Her family were heav¬ 
ily involved in the 
Resistance movement on 
the outbreak of World 
War Two. At one point 
her uncle, an air force 
colonel and head of a 
local Maquis, hid in her 
parents’ home. 

Early in the occupa¬ 
tion, when the invaders 
were rounding up French 
and foreign citizens in 
their thousands, many of 
whom were never to be 
seen again, she was 
returning home one day 


her father being led 
away in handcuffs by the 
Gestapo. 

He was taken to the 
Cherche Midi Prison, 
now demolished, where 
he was held and interro¬ 
gated for several weeks 
- thankfully to be 
released later so that he 
could return to his con¬ 
tracting business. 

In ways almost akin 
to the story of Oscar 
Schindler, Robert

After school, she 
obtained a degree in ori¬ 
ental languages and for a

quickly she was accept¬ 
ed into the local commu¬ 
nity, where she made so 
many lifetime friend¬ 
ships. 

She readily involved 
herself with numerous 
organisations, as well as 
actively supporting char¬ 
ities such as Save the 
Children and Tenovus. 

She became involved 
in cultural life as a 
Friend of Friendless 
Churches, a Friend of 
the Victoria and Albert 
Museum and also the 
National Museum of 
Wales, with whom she 
ventured on organised 
trips in Britain and 
abroad. 

Her incurable cancer 
was first diagnosed 17 
years ago with a progno¬ 
sis of four years as an 
outside expectancy of 
life. The rareness of her 
illness meant that there 
was only one place in 
the country offering pal¬ 
liative treatment, the 
Department of Nuclear 
Medicine at the Royal 
Free in London. 

Later she expressed 
confidence and gratitude 
for the care she received 
in Velindre Hospital, 
Cardiff. Her fortitude 
and will to live gained 
her much admiration 
from doctors and med¬ 
ical staff alike. 

She expressed two 
final wishes: to die at 
home and not alone - a 
desire she achieved in 
the early hours of 


earlier than Britain, giv¬ 
ing the lie to such a the¬ 
ory. 

At first apprehensive 
about the move to 
Wales, she was over¬ 
joyed after seeing how

F rom March 3, the digital TV 

switchover will begin, with the ana¬ 
logue signal being shut off for good 
on March 31. 

To ensure that you are ready for the 
switchover, you must be able to receive your 
television signal through any one of these ways; 
using a digital box (such as Freeview, Top Up 
TV or BT Vision); having a digital TV service, 
such as Sky, Freesat, Virgin Media or Tiscali 
TV, installed; or by purchasing a new television 
set with digital (Freeview or freesat) built in. 

You may also need to change your recording 
equipment, and there are three types of digital 
TV recorders; a hard drive recorder; a DVD 


recorder; or a recorder that allows you to do 
both.

I N Hollywood, 
the word ‘delay’ 
more often than 
not means ‘failure’; 
should a big-budget 
film suffer from the 
dreaded case of 
having its release 
date moved back, 
the first impression 
is of a studio trying 
to salvage a modest 
success from an 
impending disaster. 

The Wolfman certainly 
fits this category, having 
already seen director 
Mark Romanek leave the 
project, due to ‘artistic 
differences’, and be 
replaced by Jurassic 
Park 3 director Joe 
Johnson. 

Given that the film 
was due to be released in 
the latter part of 2008, it 
finally makes its bow on 
the big screen. 

Benicio Del Toro 
plays Lawrence Talbot, 
an actor who returns to 
his family home for a 
stilted confrontation with 
his estranged father 
(Anthony Hopkins), 
upon learning of his 
brother’s disappearance 
and subsequent death at 
the hands of a mysteri¬ 
ous creature. 

Vowing to his broth¬ 
er’s fiancee (Emily 
Blunt) that he will find 
whoever is responsible 
for his brother’s death, 

Talbot is attacked by the 
mysterious creature, and 
as family secrets come 
out into the open, he 
begins to undergo some 
drastic changes... 

Given the acting pedi¬ 
gree on offer, and a 
director who may not be 
‘A list’ but is more than 
capable of delivering the 
goods when required. 

The Wolfman showed a 
lot of promise, delays or 
no delays. 

However, the end 
product is one that is 
severely lacking, feeling 
like the amalgamation of 
many different visions, 
but without a strong 
enough through point to 
really grab (or should 
that be bite) the viewer. 

In monster-movie 
lore, the Wolfman char¬ 
acter is highly regarded, 
so any attempt to bring 
the story to modern day 
audiences would be bur¬ 
dened with an element 
of pressure in attempting 
to match the feel of the 
original, yet director Joe 
.Johnson achieves some¬ 
thing approximating that 
feeling. 

Being somewhat of a 
B-movie director par 
excellence (his previous 
credits include Jumanji 
and The Rocketeer) he 
brings that schlocky sen¬ 
sibility here, giving the 
film a nice edge of ten¬ 
sion and using all the 
tricks in the book to elic¬ 
it scares. 

The film is visually 
superb, the period atten¬ 
tion detail wonderful, 
and Johnson lenses the 
film with a strong eye 
for genre convention. 

What he does less 
successfully (though 
more as a result of the 
script) is create any real 
sequences of note. When 
the Wolfman finally lets 
loose, there is the pre- 



that The Wolfrnan finds 
itself floundering, and 
the murky story arcs and 
lack of depth simply add 
to the film’s woes. It 
shows potential in 
places, but ultimately 
this a film that is severe¬ 
ly lacking in bite! 

VERDICT-A weak 
mish-mash of a film that 
is testament to the theory 
that too many cooks 
spoil a broth. The 
Wolfman is somewhat of 
a letdown. 

The direction and per¬ 
formances only really 
fizz intermittently, and 
while it captures the tone 
of the genre well, it 
doesn’t work when all 
put together. Poor.

dictable mixture of limbs 
being torn off and blood 
being splattered, but a 
London-set chase aside, 
there is little that truly 
gets the blood pumping, 
or uses the character par¬ 
ticularly well. 

He is given a cast that 
most directors would 
bite their own arm off 
for, but yet again a mix¬ 
ture of script and 
Johnson’s reputation for 
visuals, means that while 
no-one embarrasses 
themselves, nobody real¬ 
ly distinguishes them¬ 
selves either. 

Considering this was 
his pet project (he is list¬ 
ed as one of the film’s 
producers), Benicio Del 
Toro is surprisingly 
muted in the lead role. 

The actor brings a 
degree of class and qual¬ 
ity to the majority of the 
work he is involved in, 
and the same can be said 
here, but the character of 
Talbot is only fitfully 
explored throughout the 
film. 

There is a perfunctory 
mention of a troubled 
childhood, but the real 
meat of the story is the 
troubled relationship 
with his father, which 
really leaves you want¬ 
ing more. 

Similarly, we spend 
plenty of time waiting 
for Talbot’s transforma¬ 
tion, but when it comes, 
there is little insight into 
what is going on in his 
mind in the aftermath of 
his transformation as he 
contemplates the rising 
body count. 

It’s a small point, but 
one that would add 
depth to the film and it’s 
a shame that Del Toro, 
as a good an actor as he 
is, isn’t allowed the 
opportunity to do more 
with it. 

While Anthony 
Hopkins attacks his 
character with all the rel¬ 
ish of a starving man 
with a T-bone steak, his 
portrayal is too broad 
and exuberant for the 
tone of the film, feeling 
a little out of place and, 
at times, a little too silly 
for the character’s good. 

His sparring with Del 
Toro is easily the best 
parts of the film, yet 
there isn’t enough of 
them to really bring out 
the best in the actor. 

Emily Blunt does no 
harm to her burgeoning 
reputation with a pleas¬ 
ing, if a little one-note, 
performance as the 
woman who finds her¬ 
self falling for Talbot, 
while Hugo Weaving 
turns in a superb cameo 
as the detective investi¬ 
gating the spate of mur¬ 
ders; with a raised eye¬ 
brow here, he plays it 
with a twinkle in his eye 
and the performance is 
all the better for it. 

All the hard work 
from Johnson and the 
cast, however, is undone 
by a script that has two 
credited writers in 
Andrew Kevin Walker 
and David Self, yet has 
the fingerprints of at 
least half a dozen more 
all over it. 

Given such tonally 
uneven material, a fami¬ 
ly drama infused with 
blood and guts for the 
less-than-disceming hor¬ 
ror fan, it is little wonder

ANY people fail to make a will, 
assuming their estate will go to 
their husband or wife when they

Emergency card 
helps ensure 
vulnerable 
are cared for 


lNY peo- 
le rely on 
family 
member or friend 
for support and 
care. The biggest 
worry for these car¬ 
ers is how the per¬ 
son who relies on 
them would cope if 
anything happened 
to them. 

Social services care 
staff at both the Vale of 
Glamorgan and Cardiff 
Councils had heard these 
worries from carers they 
work with, and they 
decided to do something 
to help. 

As a result, they 
decided to introduce 
‘Carers Emergency 
Cards’, credit-sized 
cards that carers carry at 
all times. If something 
should happen to a carer, 
such as an accident or 
sudden illness, the card 
alerts the emergency 
services that there is 
someone who relies on 
them who cannot man¬ 
age without help. 

The person finding 
the card in the carer’s 
purse or wallet can tele¬ 
phone the number on the 
card and quote the card’s 
number. 

Social services will 
hold emergency contact 
details, taken when the 
carer registers for the 
scheme, and with a brief 
phone call can arrange 


help for the person who 
is looked after. 

Coun Dorothy Turner, 
of the Vale Council, 
said: “The Carers 
Emergency Card is a 
joint initiative between 
the Vale Council and 
Cardiff Council. 

“We’ve introduced the 
scheme in direct 
response to carers telling 
us that one of their 
biggest concerns is what 
would happen to the per¬ 
son they care for if they 
are not around.” 

All carers need to do 
is register the details of 
the person they care for, 
and give the council 
contacts for up to three 
people who are willing 
and able to stand in for 
the carer in an emer¬ 
gency. 

If they do not have 
people to stand in for 
them, the local social 
services teams will be 
alerted and they can 
make arrangements. 

If you provide support 
to a family member or 
friend who has an illness 
or disability, then you 
are a carer, and you may 
be eligible to register for 
an emergency card.

While they 
welcomed the meeting, 
they indicated their 
intention to close the site 
despite us once again 
offering Assembly 
Government support.”

Cairns, Andrew RT 
Davies and David 
Melding announced that 
they intended to meet 
Bosch executives in 
Stuttgart. A day later. 
Labour AM Jane Hutt 
announced that she and 
Rhodri Morgan AM, 
would also be making 
the trip, accompanied by 
trade union representa¬ 
tives. 

The two groups had 
separate meetings with 
Bosch managers on 
Tuesday. 

Following their meet¬ 
ing, Conservative indus¬ 
try spokesman Mr Cairns 
said the AMs had empha¬ 
sised the need for com¬ 
munity involvement in 
the site’s future and he 
had been encouraged that 
the company had agreed 
to set up a working party 
to limit the effect of the 
plant closing. 

“It was a constructive 
meeting and the Bosch 
directors welcomed our 
involvement. They were 
also grateful for our 
insight into local com¬ 
munity concerns high¬ 
lighted over the future of 
the site.” 

Mr Davies said: “We 
were pleased with 
Bosch’s commitment to 
establish a working 
group on managing the 
impact of closure. 
During our meeting we 
also emphasised the need 
for full community 
involvement, including 
the Vale and local com¬ 


munity councils and all 
political parties.” 

Shadow Minister for 
the Economy David 
Melding said: “I wel¬ 
comed the chance to 
meet senior Bosch exec¬ 
utives to discuss not only 
the fate of hundreds of 
workers at the plant, but 
also the impact its clo¬ 
sure will have on the sur¬ 
rounding community. 

“It is regrettable, how¬ 
ever, that the Assembly 
Government couldn't 
develop a feasible model 
for Bosch’s new genera¬ 
tion of applications, such 
as wind energy compo¬ 
nents.” 

After their meeting, 
Rhodri Morgan and Jane 
Hutt said: “After dis¬ 
cussions lasting three 
hours in Germany with 
Bosch chiefs, work force 
representatives and Unite 
trade union officials, we 
secured an agreement 
that Bosch would work 
together with the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
and workforce represen¬ 
tatives to secure the best 
possible legacy for not 
only the current skilled 
workforce at the Vale 
plant; but also the supply 
chain companies, and 
future employment 
opportunities at the plant 
and the use of the 
330,000 square foot 
building complex.”

Too embarrassed to shour 
visitors litter in the Vale 


H ats off to i 
H opkin of 
Aberthin 

for writing the let¬ 
ter, in The GEM on 
February 11, on 
the topic of litter in 
the Vale, which I 
have been meaning 
to write for weeks! 

One does not need to 
look at the calendar to 
see that it is recycling 
day.

and tidy up. 

If the powers that be 
were seen to care, per¬ 
haps it might instil 
some pride in the school 
and surrounding area 
for the young people.

Till receipts, discard¬ 
ed shopping lists, food 
wrappers, and cigarettes 
- not thrown down by 
youths but by your 
everyday shopper. 

I believe if the man¬ 
agement sent an 
employee out once an 
hour to tidy up, people 
would be less likely to 
litter, and might even 
begin to take pride in 
their town. 

The other grocery 
store in Llantwit Major 
(Filco) by comparison is 
quite clean outside. 

I sympathised also 
with I Hopkin about 
overseas visitors. I grew 
up in Florida, one of the 
cleanest states in the 
USA, and when I have 
family over here I am 
literally embarrassed to 
take them out.

I AM writing in

I regularly use the beach with 
my family and over the last year, 
have seen an increasing amount 
of horseriders use it too. 

On many occasions, the 
behaviour of these riders has 
been unacceptable and danger¬ 
ous, for example, cantering or 
galloping on a crowded beach 
(including during very busy 
times and bank holidays over the 
summer). 


I have never seen a single 
horse rider clean up the huge 
piles of manure often left by 
their horses. 

I note that Ms McCarthy says 
that her partner (on foot) cleans 
up after the horse. Given that 
she also says that she doesn’t 
trot, canter or gallop, I am not 
sure why, her partner would have 
trouble keeping up with her and 
why, therefore, a dog walker felt 
the need to speak to her about 
manure left behind. 

I can appreciate the difficulty 
involved with getting 
off a horse to clean up manure, 
but I also see disabled, elderly 
and infirm dog owners who have 
difficulty cleaning up after their 


dogs, but nevertheless manage to 
do so. 

Anyone who takes a pet on 
the beach should be prepared to 
clean up after it, however diffi¬ 
cult that might 

be - or else stay off the beach. 

Excrement on the beach is 
infuriating, whether left by hors¬ 
es or dogs - as are the countless 
piles of litter and cigarette ends 
which will no doubt appear on 
the beach during the summer. 

Being the mother of a toddler 
and also a responsible dog owner 
who cleans up after their pet, I 
frankly don't care who uses the 
beach, as long as they leave it 
clean.

gallop. It is beautiful to watch 
and a pleasure to share the 
beach with them. 

So I would ask Ms McCarthy 
to choose the time she wants to 
exercise her horse carefully. It is 
not safe to bring a horse onto a 
crowded beach, no matter how 
well-behaved the animal may 
be. 

The dog, a predator animal, 
will bark at and chase a moving 
target; and likewise a horse, a 
prey animal will bolt.

ELO tribute act rock 
Barry Memorial Hall 


WHEN Electric Light 
Orchestra main man Jeff 
Lynne was hired to produce 
Free as a Bird, the first ’new' 
Beatles track to be released for 
25 years in 1995, Paul 
McCartney joked that he was 
hired because of ELO’s sonic 
closeness to the Fab Four. 

However, it is a statement that does¬ 
n't do justice to Lynne's innate musical 
sensibility that has made ELO one of 
the finest, if most underrated, bands to 
have emerged in this country. 

While Lynne was also a member of 
The Travelling Wilburys, it is the songs 
that he produced under the ELO ban¬ 
ner that have maintained the interest in 
a band who ceased making music 24 
years ago (though briefly reforming 
and releasing new material in 2000). 

Lortunately, for those who still find 
unbridled joy in the likes of Mr Blue 
Sky, Don't Bring Me Down, and other 
unarguable classics, the tribute band 
market means that ELO can keep on 
going, with The ELO Experience play¬ 
ing at the Barry Memorial Hall last 
Lriday (Lebruary 12). 

Coming on stage to a mixture of dry 
ice and dramatic lighting, the band 
soon kicked into songs that you would 
recognise even if you didn't know your 
ELO from MLI; all the hits were pres¬ 
ent as the band worked their way 
through the likes of Evil Woman, All 
Over The World, Telephone Line and 
Confusion. 


The musicianship on show was 
superb, the band capturing the nuances 
and expanse of the band on record with 
alarming accuracy, particuarly Andy 
Louis, who captured the Jeff Lynne 
vocals wonderfully well. While the 
crowd needed a little warming up, it 
wasn't long before some of the more 
exuberant members got up to have 
dance. 

If the pace of the show dipped a lit¬ 
tle in the first half, with a few 'slowies' 
making up the middle of the set, it soon 
got back up to speed in the second half 
as the band explored ELO's more 
straightforward rock 'n' roll songs 
which was the cue for even more peo¬ 
ple to get up and dance. 

As Roll Over Beethoven and Rock 
and Roll is King kept those who were 
dancing on the dancefloor, it was an 
opportunity for those a touch more 
geeky about their music to appreciate 
the fine band of musicians backing up 
Louis, their craft not going unnoticed 
by a crowd who gave each song warm 
applause. 

Wrapping up proceedings with 
Don't Bring Me Down, the clamour for 
more was as predictable as the band’s 
return, and with a fond thank you for a 
excellent response, the band closed 
proceedings with Mr Blue Sky, earning 
themselves a much deserverd standing 
ovation. 

The ELO Experience play the 
Princess Royal Theatre in Port Talbot 
on March 27th, and they come heartily 
recommended.

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Incredible... but 
Wales cannot 
expect to repeat 
the Great Escape

T he air of incredulity at the 

Millennium Stadium in Cardiff 
was mirrored in pubs and clubs 
across Wales on Saturday evening, as 
ecstatic rugby supporters celebrated a 
feat worthy of the great escapologist 
Houdini himself. 

Looking at a final scoreboard reading 
Wales 31 Scotland 24, everyone knew they 
had witnessed one of the most amazing 
turnarounds in world sport, the like of 
which will surely not be repeated in their 
lifetime. 

For all of 70 minutes, it had seemed 
there could be only one realistic outcome, as 
a completely transformed Scottish team 
rampaged about the field like kilted 
Highland clansmen of old, scattering 
defenders before them and threatening to 
inflict a defeat of epic proportions on a 
Welsh team still recovering from the previ¬ 
ous weekend’s 30-17 loss to England at 
Twickenham. 

With literally minutes left on the clock, 
and comfortably ahead at 24-14, the deter¬ 
mined Scots must have thought their first 
triumph at the Millennium Stadium since 
2002 was at last in sight - thanks to a mas¬ 
ter-class in cool control by impressive out¬ 
side half. Blues-bound Dan Parks - firmly 
marshalling a typically robust Scottish pack 
and a snappily-alert threequarter line. 

It was then that Lady Luck, who has not 
smiled on Wales too much recently, this 
time turned her face against the Scots, who 
bizarrely began to implode through a com¬ 
bination of injuries to key personnel, 
including Parks and the unfortunate Thom 
Evans - and a catastrophic collapse in disci¬ 
pline, which saw two players in the sin bin 
as the stadium clock counted down towards 
full time. 

Suddenly, 13-man Scotland’s total of two 
tries (one converted by Chris Paterson 
before he left the field injured) two penal¬ 
ties and two drop goals by that man Parks, 
was not enough. 

In a nerve-jangling, dramatic finale, the 
Welsh team launched a series of desperate 
attacks that reaped an astounding 17 points, 
in just about the time it took record-break¬ 
ing Roger Bannister to run the first four- 
minute mile. 

The Welsh points came from tries by Lee 
Byrne and Leigh Halfpenny, with four 
penalties and two conversions by Stephen 
Jones; but fittingly, with the score now level 
at 24-24, the irrepressible Shane Williams, 


who had spearheaded the surreal come¬ 
back, dealt the coup de grace to Scottish 
hopes with a scampering try under the posts 
converted by Jones, with seconds to spare. 

While the battling Scots may well feel 
that justice was not done in the end, and 
home critics point to familiar Welsh failings 
in execution that were again exposed by 
another disappointing error count, the expe¬ 
rience of the two games thus far in the Six 
Nations may yet stand them in good psycho¬ 
logical stead. 

Before the Twickenham match, Lawrence 
Dallaglio repeated his questionable view 
that Welsh players lack mental strength and 
that “heads go down” when the going gets 
tough. 

The perception surely has been emphati¬ 
cally answered in this year’s Six Nations, 
not only by the commendable way in which 
Wales came back to within a whisker of 
winning at Twickenham, but even more so 
in those frantic dying seconds on Saturday, 
when Wales simply refused to concede 
defeat - or even settle for a draw. 

Few teams could have matched the men¬ 
tal strength, never mind the level of physi¬ 
cal fitness required after such a prolonged 
battering, to not only recover but snatch 
victory from the very edge of defeat. 

That said, the Welsh camp will be fully 
aware that their Great Escape cannot 
obscure the harsh truth that Wales were 
second best for much of this game. 

They also know full well that there will be 
no such such happy outcome if the error- 
ridden, defensively-frail performance is 
repeated against next week’s visitors to the 
Millennium Stadium, the formidable 
French, who can already scent a Grand 
Slam in the air after demolishing title hold¬ 
ers Ireland in Paris. 

Warren Gatland and his fellow coaches 
have several key choices to make in the 
starting line-up, not least at half back, but 
have little time to eradicate the weaknesses 
exposed by the Scots at breakdown and set 
piece. 

That said, they will have been hugely 
cheered by the tenacity and never-say-die 
spirit shown by the Welsh players in the 
closing minutes on Saturday. 

If this can be maintained from the outset, 
to smoothly execute an error-free game 
plan, the gifted Welsh backline could ensure 
that French Grand Slam hopes are thwart¬ 
ed yet again, a la 2008! 

It will be a tough challenge but they have 
already proved it can be done.
